From the 24tb of August, to the 30th, the Barometer was stationary at 30-2. On 
'he 17th of September, it got as bighasSO-l. On'the 16th and 18th it was at SO, The 
test of the month it never got so high, and on the 6th and Teh it was only 29. 

The range of the Thermometer has been high for the season ; being, on the 2StTi of 
August, 62 ; at 8 a.m. on the 1st and 5d of September, it was 61 ; on the 18th, it was 
at 60 ; during the wet weather, it was lower for a few days, being on the 8th at 48, oa 
the 9th 49.
